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WITNESS MONUMENT TIES: Describe at least three new BT's and/or witness objects established or work done to preserve existing evidence. 
All ties to new Bearing Trees (BTs) are a mag nail set in a 1-1/2" plastic washer stamped "SURVEY MARKER - DO NOT REMOVE" and hack mark 
at the root crown (less than 12" above ground) perpendicular to the center of the tree, unless otherwise noted. BT diameters are noted as dbh and 
are measured approximately 4.5' above ground. Bearings are measured from the monument to the center of the BT, distances are measured from 
the monument to the mag nail. Distances to witness ties were measured with a Leica Disto laser distance meter. Bearings were collected with the 
internal magnetic compass of the Javad Triumph LS and were automatically adjusted to grid north.

OTHER SURVEY HISTORY: Include details such as surveyor name, date, recording info, monument description, etc. 
The west 1/4 corner of Section 31-T7N-R1E (Polk_A23) is not an original government corner. The calculated offset from the original 
notes would put the corner 12.54 feet south of the east 1/4 corner of Section 36-T7N-R1W (CICr_Y23.) We did not find any survey 
records that specifically mentioned double monuments at this corner. We have found that standard practice in the 1800s legal 
surveys was not to mention double corners in the survey notes. But, we were surprised that there was no mention of a double corner 
in the modern survey record either. Douglas Curry and Eric Deckard have both recorded surveys accepting the Curry rebar as the 
1/4 corner for both Section 31 and Section 36. We accepted the Curry rebar as the monument for both corners due to the long- 
standing use and acceptance of the monument for surveys in both sections. 


In 1985, Stephen Smith accepted the intersection of two fence lines as the west 1/4 corner of Section 31. The 1985 survey was not 
recorded, and in 2000, Douglas Curry came up with a different location for the corner. Curry set his rebar 2/3rds of the way between 
the stone at the township corner and a 36" oak tree that he accepted as the North 1/16 corner common to Sections 31 and 36. We 
do not have a legal survey record to explain the origin of a monument at the North 1/16 corner, and we found that the oak tree was 
77 feet east of the line formed between the stone found at the township corner and the concrete monument found at the South 1/16 
corner of Section 30-T7N-R1E. The Curry rebar is 49.5 feet east of the same line and 53 feet east of the remains of a north/south 
fence. 


If the Curry rebar had never been set, we would have set this corner at the intersection of the east/west fence line in Section 31 with 
the line referenced above. We do not believe that the 36" oak tree is a legitimate legal survey corner, and we do not believe that the 
range line as originally surveyed had such a large jog just half a mile north of the Township corner. However, in the 20 years since

Curry set the rebar, it has been accepted on surveys of all of the surrounding property, as well as many parcels throughout the west 
half of Section 31 and the east half of the east half of Section 36. We believe that Curry set his rebar in good faith, that the adjoining 
landowners and subsequent surveyors accepted it in good faith, and that there are bona fide property rights associated with this 
corner. We also believe that legal descriptions and improvements or possession lines of parcels connected with this corner that have 
not been surveyed since 2000 may have been determined from a corner location ~50 feet west of the Curry rebar.

Date of Field work/Search: 4/1/2019 By: R.Oser Monument Found: rebar with Curry cap BTs or Reference Objects Found: Found 
monument per 2007 Monument Record Project #: TOTNRO1W36 Field Book: 53/45 & 50/14 Notes: The Curry rebar is 53 feet east 
of north/south fence remains and in line with east/west fence remains that clearly begin at the north/south fence line and continue 
east past the rebar. East/west fence remains were also found extending west from the north/south fence, but the line appears to 
begin approximately 15 feet north of the other east/west fence. We raked and probed a ~ 30' radius around the southerly three-way 
fence intersection. We found a lot of rocks, but no planted or marked stone. The two hickory bearing trees from 1845 should have 
grown to 33" and 47" in diameter over the last 171 years. There were no giant hickory trees in the vicinity, but there is a maple tree 
that must have been there in 1845. It's possible to confuse a shaggy maple for a hickory if you don't look closely, so we searched 
extra hard for a stone 15 feet southwest of the large maple.

The monument is about 1/5 of the way down a fairly steep northeast slope, approximately 475 feet north of the intersection of 
Guthrie and Prince Roads. 


MONUMENT PRESERVATION: Describe work done to preserve existing monument. 
We set a five-foot t-post 0.5' southwest of the rebar and attached a Monroe County ‘PROTECT NEARBY SURVEY MARKER" sign 
3.2' above grade. 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. Include monument origin and associated uncertainty. 
See the "Other Survey History" section above. We accepted the rebar with Curry cap with 53 feet of associated uncertainty.
